The  cut  does  not  exaggerate  in  the  least 
the  results  obtained  on  our  trial  grounds, 
where  that  part  of  the  rows  planted  with 
Extra  Early  Blanche  Ferry  was  covered  with 
flowers  when  only  an  occasional  bud  could 
be  found  on  the  earliest  of  sixty  varieties 
with  which  it  was  compared.

Its  form  is  perfect.  The  large  standard  is  perfectly  round,  very  thick, 
expanded  and  nearly  flat  but  with  sufficient  curve  to  avoid  stiffness.  The 
wings  are  large  and  broad,  and  do  not  roll  but  curve  inward  with  exquisite

The  Extra  Early  Blanche  Ferry  and  Kather- 
ine Tracy  Sweet  Peas  were  introduced  by  us 
last  season.  We  owned  the  entire  crops  of  1854 
and  sent  them  out  in  1895  only  in  small  retail 
packets,  so  it  has  been  an  impossibility  for 
anyone  else  to  secure  sufficient  stock  to  pro- 
duce any  considerable  quantity  this  year. 
We  thus  own  substantially  all  the  stock  now 
in  existence  and  shall  send  them  out  this  season 
only  in  retail  packets  and  ounce  packages  put 
up  by  ourselves  and  bearing  our  own  name. 
Therefore  any  considerable  quantity  of  these 
varieties  offered  in  any  other  form  this  season 
is  necessarily  spurious.
